again," he continued. "What I have done since then is pretty well known." 


With this last, self-effacing remark, it might be safely stated, now, that President Lincoln 


lived the "American Dream." From humble beginnings to an almost-sanctified national-and 
international-heroism . . . and, of course, a very special place in history.

Soldering equipment should 


be part of the basic tool kit. 


need are solder and flux. 


.Solder is a soft metal, gen- 


erally half tin and half lead. 
It may come in wire or bar 
form. 


Prepare Metal With Flux 
Flux is a material, general- 


ly in paste form, that prepares 
the metal by cleaning it of 
metal oxides. Rosin flux is 
used for e l e c t r i c a l con- 
nections only. 
Acid flux is 


used on all other work. There 
are a variety of acid fluxes 
for different metals. 


Some wire solder is availa- 


ble with flux in it. Known 
as core solder, this eliminates 
the need for separate flux. 


Flux is used only for the 


final cleaning, removing film 
i n v i s i b l e to the eye. A 
thorough cleaning is "neces- 
sary before you apply it. Metal 
surfaces must be free from 
dirt, rust, grease, wax and 
other foreign matter. 


A wire brush, emery cloth 


or steel wool—or all three— 
will prepare the metal for 
soldering. Get the surfaces 
good and shiny. 


Heat is applied to the sur- 


faces to be soldered, not to 
the solder itself. Do not apply 
solder to the hot iron and 
allow it to drip onto the sur- 
faces to be joined. These sur- 
faces 
must 
be 
made 
hot 


enough so that they melt the 
solder at its touch. 


Applying solder 
to cold 


work will result in chunl-s of 
solder that do not adhere to 
the metal instead of a thin, 
firm seam of solder. 


Heat rises, so apply heat 


from below the work when- 
ever possible.

We 
point out in "Win at Bridge 
with Jacoby and Son" that 
there is disagreement on how 
to r e s p o n d to Blackwood 
when you are void of a suit. 


The Jacoby method is to 


start by deciding if your void 
is a good one. Just what is a 
good void, anyway? 


A good void is one in an un- 


bid suit or in a suit that has 
been bid by your opponents. 
Now take a look at the bid- 
ding of -today's hand. Norf&r- 
has bid hearts and clubs arflr- 
spades has become the agreed 
trump suit. South bids four 
no-trump and North is void of 
diamonds. It must be a good 
void. How can he show it? 


Our method is to show the 


number of aces but to bid six 
instead of five. Thus, North 
responds six hearts to the 
Blackwood f o u r no-trump. 
South knows that North has 
two aces and is void of a suit 
and from the bidding South 
knows the void is in diamonds. 
South can bid seven spades 
and be certain of success pro- 
vided the opening lead isn't 
ruffed by East. 


It looks as if South took a 


chance when he bid four no- 
trump with those three dia- 
monds. It wasn't much of a 
chance.

An outstanding team effort and 


a tenacious defense led the way 
as the Hope Bobcats tripped the 
Smackover Buckaroos 60-54 last 
night at Jones Field House, 


This victory upped the Bobcat's 


conference mark to 6-4. The lose 
was Smackover's second of the 
conference season and lowered 
their record to eight wins and 
two defeats. 


The win also kept the Bobcat's

F 


or about two decades, un- 
der the Influence of social 
workers, the trend in hand- 


ling juvenile crime has been to- 
ward 
greater secrecy. Young 


hoodlums were to be protected 
because publicizing their crimes 
would cause them to achieve no- 
toriety and go on to worse ac- 
tivities, etc. This attitude sup- 
planted an earlier approach to 
Juveniles which involved sensa- 
tional treatment by the press of 
the crimes of youths. The trend 
to secrecy may have been in 
part reaction to what was con- 
sidered overemphasis by met- 
ropolitan newspapers on youth- 
ful crime. 


Today, there are indications 


that the pendulum is swinging 
back. Judges, law enforcement 
officials - and yes, even sociolo- 
gists - are concluding that tight 
secrecy on jeveniles tends to en- 
courage crime, not discourage 
it. Public .light on the crimes 
of juvenile delinquents is essen- 
tial, for community benefit If 
not the individual's good. Un- 
less the public knows young gang- 
sters 
are committing crimes, 


there will be no pressure on pub- 
lic officials to take necessary 
corrective steps.-Gastonia(N.C.)
